Once he . had crossed the bor- 
der, Echenberg'f trail was lost to 
Canadian law . enforcers, but the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
was quiclc to enter the search. 
With all their best men on the 
Job, they were able to trace their 
suspect immediately after he pass- 
ed through Red Hook, a small 
town in upper New York State.

{Continxied jrom page 1) 
nature of a wcll hcclcd student 
politician, travelling by USAF jet 
trainer which ho rented from the 
government. 

Effects 

The effects of this episode on 
the image of the Students' So- 
ciety are still reverberating around 
Campus, and student leaders from 
all organizations will be meeting 
today in order to decide whether 
their former leader should be 
turned on the mercy of public 
justice, or suffer the moral ethics 
of McGill's Scarlet Key Society, 

Echenberg was found in a small 
hotel on the south side of Tijuana 
after a Mexican stool pigeon tip- 
pcd-off undercover agents from the 
FBI. It is reported that when 
found, he was hiding under the 
bed, clutching his ill -begotten 
wealth. 

Dragged from his room, the 
quaking criminal was brought be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace who 
immediately performed the neces- 
sary extradition steps before send- 
ing his charge off to Canada. 

Met at the airport by represen- 
tatives of McGill's SEC and Cana- 
dian government officials, Echen- 
berg issued a brief statement. He 
declared himself completely inno- 
cent, stating that he was perfectly 
justified since Mrs. .Hcmpey,-the 
SEC booklcceper, had consistently 
refused to pay him for his extra- 
ordinary efforts on behalf of all 
McGill students.
